REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not disclose or suggest a motivation to combine, inter alia, the 
transformation from a transitional condition to an expanded condition wherein the 
central axis of the hinge strut is approximately parallel to the reference axis and the 
spring struts rotate in a first direction and deflected transversely to the expansion 
direction of the bearing structure in the transitional condition and the hinge strut is 
transverse to the reference axis and the spring struts rotate in a second direction 
opposite to the first in the expanded condition.
